SHIPPING BILL AMENDMENT. 


Bounties Limited—Encouraging to 
American Buiders. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Senator 
Frye, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, has reported additional amend- 
ments to the Hanna-Payne_ Ship- 
ping Bill. The amendments place ad- 
ditional restraints on the bill, and are 
intended to meet the criticism that 
have been made upon the measure. 
The assertion has been made _ that 
if the bill should become a law, it 
in time would require an annual ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000. To meet this 
criticism, a provision was inserted, 
limiting the aggregate .bounties to $9,- 
000,000 annually, the language to this 
new provision being as follows: 

“The total compensation to be paid 
out of the Treasury, as provided in 
this section shall in no fiscal year ex- 
ceed the sum of $9,000,000, and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall make such 
regulations for the payment of said 
compensation as will cause any excess 
in the total amount of compensation 
earned under this section for any vone 
year over and above $9,000,000, to be 
deducted pro rata from the total com- 
pensation due each individual or cor- 
poration entitled to such compen- 
sation hereunder during said fiscal 
year.’ 

The bill-as originally reported ex- 
tended its proposed benefits to foreign- 
built vessels under contract for Amer- 
ican citizens on January 1, last. Ad- 
vantage, it is asserted, already has 
been taken of this provision, and a 
number of contracts are said to have 
sprung into existence for the construc- 
tion of ships abroad. 

As now reported the language is 
changed so as to require that ships 
coming under this provision shall have 
been in actual course of constriction 
on January 1. The bounty to be paid 
to foreign-built vessels is also reduced 
to 50 per cent. under the new addition 
to the bill.

Dr. Raffel, the German president of 
the municipal council at Apia, at the 
instigation of the British Consul, has 
apologized for boycotting the British

sulting the Chief Justice and Malietoa’s 


the Porpoise. 

A landing party from the Pofpoise, 
ready with machine guns, was there- 
fore not sent ashore, though a plan to 
make an attack on Mulinuu had been 
all arranged. Severat of the Mataafas 
have died of wounds, including a 
woman who was shot in the breast. 
There is much indignation at the act 
of the provisional government in keep- 
ing in exile prisoners whose only of- 
fense is loyalty. The house of Chief 
Summanua, whose bravery in- saving 
life during the historical hurricane was 
rewarded by the Americans with the 

esent of a whale boat, has been 
¥Y burned and looted. Summanua is still 
in exile. 

The German Consul continues to pro- 
tect the Germans from the jurisdiction 


of the Supreme Court, but Herr Groves- 


muhl paid $55 for contempt of court 
when the court advertised the sale of 
his property: Herr Grovesmuhl 
mains at his consulete, fearing arrest, 
and having to serve a sentence of 100 
days’ imprisonment. .It is added that 
he is also afraid of being arrested on 
the charge of drunkenness, 
RAFFEL ADJUDGED GUILTY. 

Dr. Raffel has been adjudged guilty 
of contempt of court, but he refused to 
eome forward for sentence. He was 
formally arrested without force, but 
sought the protection of Herr Rose, the 
German nsul. 

Lieut. von Bulow, a former officer in 

the German army, and organizer of the 
Mataafan forces, is still at Savaal. 
He refuses to come to court on the 
charge of contempt in breaking jail, 
and claims that he should be tried by 
a German military court at Berlin. 
. Mr. Moore, an American citizen, who 
is said ~ favor the Germans, wrote 
threateni letters. to Chief ,Justice 
Chambe e was found guilty of con- 
tempt of ‘court, but was discharged 
after making ample apology. 

The feeling in favor of Malietoa 
Tanu is growing, and Mataafa’s fol- 
lowing is disintegrating. The whole of 
Tuhiela and most of Savaal now favor 
Malietoa Tanu. Generally, the dis- 
patches assert, there is a strong feel- 
ing in favor of British annexation. The 
German Vice-Consul has returned here 
from Tonga or Amsterdam island, one 
of the southernmost of the Tonga isl- 
ands, and the residence of their sov- 
ereign, after having unsuccessfully 
urged the King to dismiss his Premier. 

TREASURY LOOTED. 

The natives are heavily indebted to 
the Germans, but are unable to pay. 
The treasury is depleted, and salaries 
have not been paid for six months. 
Eight hundred thousand dollars, sup- 
posed to be lodged in a safe at Haapal, 
one of the Tonga islands, are missing. 
The treasurer has been imprisoned at 
Tonga and the arrest of the native 
Chief Justice and the native Presi- 
dent, who were joint custodians of the 
keys of the safe, was being discussed. 

PARTITION FINAL SOLUTION. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

LONDON, March 1—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Daily News, in an edi- 
torial on the Samoan question, says: 

“If Baron von Bulow would be a lit- 
tle more explicit, there might be a 
better chance of doing business. Cer- 
tainly the present is a 
failure.”’ 

The Times, commenting editorially 
upon the speech of Baron von Bulow 
in the Reichstag yesterday, is inclined 
to think that a partition of Samoa will 
prove the final solution of the problem. 


GERMANY’S ACTS DETAILED. 
[&A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

LONDON, March 1.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.) The Daily~Graphic publishes 
this—morning from a Samoan. corre- 
spondent a story of recent events there, 
attributing the whole trouble to the 
attémpts of Germany to upset the Ber- 
lin treaty, and to secure supremacy in 
the islands. The correspondent says: 

“The Germans, long jealous of grow- 
ing British influence, seized the oppor- 
tunity to break faith. 

*‘Malietoa’s party would undoubtedly 
have been victorious, if supplied with 
arms and ammunition, as the Germans 
supplied Mataafa, but the British, loyal 
to the treaty, refused to supply ‘either 
party,” 

The correspondent then proceeds to 
describe what he calls the German plot 
to increase Mataafa’s force to 5000 
men to take the islands by storm. 

He says on this point: 

‘The Germans tried their utmost to 
make the natives attack the British 
consulate, and the mission house where 
the Consul was giving refuge to Brit- 
ish subjects. It. was only respect and 
fear for the British flag that held the 
natives back. The Germans told the 
natives to kill the English missionaries 
and to sweep the “pigs of England” 
into the seas. The looting was terrible. 
Twenty villages were utterly wrecked, 
the houses destroyed, and the villagers 
left destitute.” 


DEWEY AND OTIS CABLED.

RESTORED TO HEALTH. 


Turning Point in Fatefal Disease 
‘Was Reached This Morning. 
Suffered Greatly.

SCIENTIFIC METHODS USED. 


RESTFUL SLEEP SOOTHES THE 
EXHAUSTED FRAME. 


Temperature Has Dropped to Nor- 
mal Cenditions—Doctors Take 
Every Known Precaution. 

‘Hope on Every Face. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 1.—The condi- 
tion of Rudyard Kipling is very much 
improved tonight. The crisis in the 
disease was passed this morning.. At 
2:15 this afternoon the toilowing bulle-- 
tin was posted: . 

“Mr. Kipling has gained snes this 
morning. The temperature and pulse 
are low, and in every direction the im- 
provement is. noted. 

[Signed] | 

G. JANEWAY, 
_ “THEODORE DUNHAM.” 

This was thé ninth day of Kipling’s 
illness. In pneumonia cases the crisis 
is usually reached by the seventh or 
ninth day, but it may be delayed until 
the fourteenth. Therefore, there were 
forty-eight hours during which’ the 
physicians hardly left their patient’s 
bedside. During that time, Kipling 
suffered greatly in his consciousness, 
but he was frequently unconscious, or 
suffering from attending delirium. 

The most advanced scientific meth- 
ods have been adopted for the treat- 
ment, and for several days oxygen was 
forced into the lungs to tide over the 
times that- Kipling was unable to 
breathe sufficient air to sustain life. 
The oxygen method was abandoned 
yesterday, a hopeful sign. The patient 
began to breathe more freely early 
this morning, and after a few hours 
into a refreshing sleep, the 
first in days, and the one essential 
thing to restore his fast-waning 
strength. Later, the temperature 
dropped rapidly . from 104 deg. to 99 
deg., which is about normal. 

‘hat the crisis had passed was 
quickly,;known throughout the” hotel. 
‘Dr. Dunham came down stairs at 6 a. 
and in'response to inquiries, he 
sai 

“T am well pleased with Mr. Kip-: 
ling’s condition. He is now resting 
quietly.”* 

Both Dr. Janeway and Dunham 
spent considerable time away. yatror. .the 
patient’s apartments tonight e>for- 
mer, on leaving the hotel at 7:30, gave 
to warn him of any 
change. He said he would not*return 
until’morning unless some contingency 
made it necessary. 


' At aJate hour Mr. Kipling was rest- 


ing quietly, and with every chance of 
a restful night. 

At 2.o’clock this morning everything 
was absolute quiet in and around the 


room. No indication of the cessation of |. 


the improvement noted in the early 
bulletins was discernible, and it ap- 
peared, as Mr. Doubleday had. sne-!

NEW YORK, March 1.—There has 
been no appreciable gain in the con-} 
dition of Rudyard Kipling during the} 
night. His three physicians, Dr. Jane- 


way, Dr. Dunham and Dr. Conland, re- 


mained in the Grenoble all night, but 
did not feel it necessary to remain in 
the sick man’s apartments all night. 
Dr. Janeway stayed there for some 
time, so as to relieve the patient in 
case of need,-and not allow him to 
lose the little gain he has made since 
the crisis of Saturday nighs. This 
gain has not been great, but he is 
really better than at any time, and he 
has given the doctors’ hope. 

Dr. Dunham appeared at 5 o’clock 
this morning in the lower part of the 
hotel. He said: ‘I am fairly well } 
pleased with the condition of Mr. Kip- | 
ling. He is restng quietly.” 

At 6 o’clock, Mr. Doubleday said that 
the patient was in about the same con- 
dition. At 8 a. m. the following bulle- 
tin was issued: 

“Mr, Kipling had a better night, and 
the symptoms have improved. The 
delerium was replaced by natural 
sleep. He is still seriously ill, and 
the fever, though less, still continues.

NEW YORK, March 1.—The impres- 
sion gained ground, partly from. the 
bulletin. and partly from the guarded 
statements of friends, that Mr. Kip- 
ling was better, and that the inflamma-} 
tion was on the decrease. Dr. Dunham 
said his patient’s chances for recovery 
are improved. Mr. Doubleday said: 
“Mr. Kipling was, delirious at times 
during the early part of the night, and 
talked incoherently for @ little while, 
but he had more natural sleep than he 
has had. When sleep came to him, 


the sinking spells ceased, and he is 
stronger this morning.” 

The physicians say that Mr: Kip- 
ling’s condition may become tem-j- 


porarily worse again dt most any time 
within the next twenty-four hours. 
Such a change would not “necessarily 
be very alarming, being merely one of 
the features of the disease. 

Mr. Kipling, ° physically, is very 
much weakened, for this is the ninth 
dav that the malady has sapped his 
strength. During this time there has 
been but little nutriment taken. A 
‘small breathing surface is available in 
either lung, and this puts an extraordi- 
nary demand upon the heart. 

Those who have been with Mr. Kip- 
ling say that his survival thus far, and 
the earnest hope of his ultimate re- 
covery, is due more than anything else 
to his splendid nerve. He has shown 
indomitable will, and during his lucid 
intervals. which were longer today than 
yesterday, he seemed cheerful, and in- 
terested in his friends and family. The 
conditions prevailing today were di- 
rectly resultant upon his good night’s 
rest. Even the shade of a change for 
the better is seized upon gratefully, for 
Mr. Kipling cannot continue-long at 
such low ebbs end still win.

LORD HERSCHEL DEAD. 


FATAL TERMINATION OF A FALL 
ON ICE IN WASHINGTON. 


Distinguished British Statesman 
Dies Suddenly from Heart Fail- 
mre, Superinduced by Injuries 
Lately Sustained. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March  1.—Lord 
Herschel. one of the joint high com- 
missioners from Great Britain, died 
here at 7:30 o’clock this morning. 

Lord Herschel was Lord Chancellor 
of Great Britain, and was sent to the 
United States because of his eminent 
attainments, to take a leading part in 
the negotiations designed to settle all 
existing differences between the United 
States and Canada. During the wintry 
weather. when the sidewalks were 
slippery, he fell heavily as he was 
about to get into his carriage, and 
broke one of the pelvic bones. He 
seemed to be progressing favorably to- 
ward recovery, and was in good health 
comparatively until about 7 o’clock 
this morning, when he suddenly was 
stricken. with heart failure. 

Dr. W. W. Johnson was summoned, 
He saw at a glance that the case was 
a desperate one, and called Dr. Mad- 
dox in consultation. The two doctors, 
two nurses and Lord Herschel’s two 
secretaries, W. C. Cartwright and H. 
E. D. Worth Williams, were with him 
when he died, half an hour later. Death 
occurred at the Shoreham Hotel, where 
Lord Herschel had been staying since 
coming. to Washington some months 
ago.

BURNS’S TEST OF STRENGTH. 


Only Twenty-nin¥ Votes at His Com- 
mand—Caucus Knocked Out. 
(BY DIRECT WIKE TU THE TIMES.] 

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dan Burns had his test of 
strength today, and he showed up just 
twenty-nine votes. It was on a mo- 
tion to adjourn the conference sine die, 
which was carried by the anti-Burns 
forces by forty-nine votes. 

Cosper, who-changed cver to Scott 
today, and Merrill, a Grant man, voted 
with the solid Burns phalanx. As a 
result of this adjournment, there is 
little hope of a caucus ever being held, 

- and certainly none as the direct out- 
come of this three days’ conference. 

The air which pervaded the Assem- 
‘bly chamber, after the conference ad- 
journed, was one of gloom, and as

“.. BURNS’S TRAP BAITED. 

Dibble, Burns’s leader in the Assem- 
bly, took the floor, and said he would 
like to submit a few considerations. He 
assumed that all present were Repub- 
licans, and desired the ascendancy of 
the Republican party. 

“We are here,” he said, ‘“‘to render a 

good report to_our constituency.” - The 
conference had been called simply for 
the members/to talk Over the deadlock, 
and they should overlook any asperity 
that they may have shown toward 
others. 

“I wish to be frank;” he said, ‘‘we 
are divided. No one of the candidates 
has enough votes to elect, and we are 
in a deadlock. We have three candi- 
dates that have any considerable num- 
ber of votes.

All knew the vindicative, un- 
warranted, malicious attacks made on 
him by two great newspapers in San 
Francisco; when it was found that his 
course was not satisfactory to them 
they attacked him, lampooned him, 
cartooned him, and then he became a 
candidate.

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—Today hag 


been an exciting one in the Senatorial 


fight. Bulla and Bard have dropped 
out of the race. Barnes has shown 
twenty votes on joint ballot, and has 
three more that were not cast today. 
Barnes and Grant combined against 
Burns to adjourn the Senatorial con- 
ference sine die, and carried their 
point. 

Word that:there wouid be a change 
in the deadlock was sufficient to pack 
the Assembly chamber when the vote 
was taken at noon. All awaited Bulla’s 
name to be reached on roll call, for 
Bulla. who had not yet cast his vote 
on,joint ballot, being excused on ac- 
count of his being a candidate before 
the Legislature, it was reported would 
favor Barnes. When Bulla’s name was 
reached he so cast his vote. 

His action was met with a thunder 
of applause. It showed that Barnes 
was to receive the Bulla vote. Every 
Bulla man. with the exception of Cos- 
ver. who voted for Irving M. Scott, 
and La Baree, who was.away, voted for 
Barnes. Senators Flint and Rowell, 
who ‘have been voting for Bard, cast 
their votes for Scott. 

Greenwell. who a short time ago 
changed his vote from Grant to Bard, 
voted for Grant today.

Many Bills Rushed Through Both 
Houses. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—Spéaker 
Anderson was absent today, and Dun- 
‘lap of San Joaquin, Speaker pro tem., 
presided over the Assembly. The morn- 
ing session of that body was taken up 
with the consideration of Caminetti’s 
resolutions, relating to the election of 
United States Senators by the direct 
vote of the people.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The morning session of the Senate 
was occupied in the consideration of 
the expense account of the Committee 
for the Investigation of State Institu- 
appointed at the last session, 
which recently presented its report.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The court 
of inquiry“into the beef charges held 
a long session today, examing officers 
and enlisted men and representatives of 
western meat firms. The meaf pack- 
ers’ representatives gave practically the 
same testimony they had previously 
presented to the War Investigating 
Commission, but it is understood that 
this is only to get their general state- 
ment on the court record, and that 
their examination today will be fol- 
lowed by a much more detailed ex- 
amination into specific incidents con- 
nected with meat furnished to Cuba 
and Porto Rico during the war. 

Maj. Jesse Lee, who has attended 
the court for some days, it being gen- 
erally understood that he was present 
in behalf of Gen. Miles, appeared again 
today, taking notes and formulating 
questions. He was allowed to ques- 
tion the men of his own regiment, but 
his questions to other witnesses were 
taken under advisement by the court, 
and it is believed a decision will be 
reached tomorrow as to Maj. Lee’s 
standing before the court. 

The programme for today was the 
examination of commissary officers and 
some volunteers, who had responded to 
the summons of the court. I¢ was also 
decided to hear Dr. Bowden's report on 
the beef-tasting. examination of en- 
listed men yesterday. 
| Sergeant Hatcher, Ninth Infantry, 
was recalled, and asked to identify an 
old and travel-stained wooden case of 
canned roast beef which his regiment 
had received in Santiago, and brought 
home with them.

As soon as the army arrived 
in Santiago, Col. Gallagher began to 
issue refrigerator beef under Col. Wes- 
ton’s direction. There were some com- 
plaints here as to the refrigerator beef, 
and about four thousand pounds were: 
condemned to the knowledge of the 
witness. He hdd no reason to _ be- 
lieve that any of the refrigerator beef 
he had seen had been chemically 
treated in any way. 

Asked by Col. Gillespie as to his per- 
sonal opinion of canned roast beef, wit- 
ness said he had eaten it quite fre- 
quently while in Cuba. He did not 
like it particularly and did not think 
it was a thing on which soldiers should 
be forced to live for any great length 
of time. But as an occasional substi- 
tute for fresh beef, to use, say every 
other day, he thought then and still 
thought it was the best thing that 


or elsewhere. 

Maj. John Guthrie, Fifteenth Infan- 
try, who was wounded during the as- 
sault on Santiago and spent some time 
in the hospital at Siboney, testified that 
he had a can of roast beef with him 
the night before the fight and had eaten 
it with relish. It was not so palatable 
as some beef he had eaten, but it was 
wholesome. 

Dr. W. C. Bowden then reported on 
the beef experiment tried on the en- 
listed men yesterday. Dr. Bowden said 
in preparing the various sorts of meat 
yesterday one plate of stew was of canned 
beef bought in open market, a second 
was from canned beef brought back 
from Porto Rico, *a third was fresh 
beef bought in the market here and 
boiled thoroughly, while the fourth 
was of fresh beef, parboiled eight min- 
utes and subsequently roasted half an 
hour. The latter was the way in which 
the packing-houses said their canned 
roast beef was prepared. Four other 
plates of the same variety of meat 
were served cold. As a result of the 
test four of the enlisted men picked 
out the Porto Rico canned beef as 
what they had eaten in Cuba. Two se- 
lected the canned meat bought in open 
market. Two picked out the fresh 
beef which had been simply boiled. Of 
the cold meat two men picked out the. 
Porto Rican canned beef, four the 
canned meat bought in open market 
and two the boiled fresh beef. None 
of them picked out the fresh beef 
balled and roasted according to the 
packing-house recipe. 


GREAT POSTOFFICE ROBBERY. 


Stamps and CashAmounting to Many 
Thousands Taken. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CINCINNATI, March 1.—The Coving- 
ton, Ky., postoffice was robbed of 
stamps and money last night, reported 
to amount ‘to $70,000. The work was 
evidently: done by men who had se- 
-ereted themselves in the stamp depart- 
ment, as it was possible to dé, pro- 
vided the watchman, charged with look- 
ing after the carriers’ door under the 
main stairway, neglected his daty. 

This door is never closed. Through it 
thieves could enter and secret them- 
selves behind mail sacks, and see the 
stamp clerk put away his stamps and 
cash, when he closed for the night. The 
robbery was first discovered by finding 
that the large door, where mail wagons 
back up, was open when the first em- 
ployés reached the building today. The 
thieves evidently escaped that way.

PITTSBURGH, March l1--An ad- 
vance of 50 cents a ton was made today 
in steel billets and bessemer iron. Bil- 
lets are quoted at $23 per ton and bes- 
semer at $13.50. Under the scale agree- 
ment of the amalgamated association 
the advance in steel! billets will be fol- 
lowed by an increase of 8 per cent. in 
the wages of the skilled workmen. 
The advance will affect aout 15,000 men. 
Notices were posted at all the blast 
furnaces at Sharon and Sharpsville to- 
day increasing the wages of the em- 
ployés from 10 to 15 cents a day. Fif- 
teen hundred men will be benefited.

CHOATE IN OLD ENGLAND 


HE IS OFFICIALLY GREETED BY 
SOUTHAMPTON’S MAYOR. 


Stars and Stripes Displayed on Many 
in Robes In- 
troduced to the Sturdy Ameri- 
can—Graceful Speech, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SOUTHAMPTON, March 1.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.]. Joseph H. Choate, the 
United States Ambassador to the court 
of St. James, arrived here this aft- 
ernoon on board the American Line 
steamer St. Paul from New York. 

Several thousand awaited the ar- 
rival of the United States Ambassa- 
dor. The Stars and Stripes were dis- 
played on many buildings, and imme- 
diately after the arrival of the St. 
Paul she was boarded by a delegation 
of 200 of the principal citizens of South- 
ampton, headed by the Mayor and other 
officers in their official robes. They 
were introduced to the Ambassador 
by Lieut. Carter in the dining salon, 
where the: addresses were delivered. 
Afterward many members of the wel- 
coming party shook hands with the 
Ambassador. All Mr. Choate’s ref- 


erences to the friendship existing be- | 


tween the two nations were loudly ap- 
plauded, as was a graceful tribute 
which he paid to Queen Victoria dur- 
ing the course of his reply to the 
Mayor. 

Mr. Choate replied in a short speech 


of thanks, saying in part: 


“The ports of New York and South. 
ampton are now closely united by the 
great steamships plying between them, 
like the shuttles of a weaver’s loom, 
connecting the imperishable. This mu- 
tual commerce, interchange and trave!

It was ascertained on inquiry at 
the Vatican at a late hour this even- 
ing that the Pope was resting tran- 
quilly. Dr. Lapponi left the Vatican 
for a short time about midnight. He

has always concealed the existence of 
the tumor. After the operation, it ap- 
pears, the weakness due to loss of 
blood became extreme, and His Holl- 
ness lost consciousness and muttered 
unintelligible Latin phrases. The Pope's 
extreme weakness alarmed his attend- 
ants and the prelates, and all knelt, 
weeping silently. Presently’ the Pope 
asked Dr. Mazzoni why they wept and 
whether it was because he was grow- 
ing worse. Dr. Mazzoni replied: 

“No, they weep because they love 
Your Holiness.” 

Dr. Mazzoni then ordered the cham- 
ber cleared, and cordials, broths and 
champagne were administered with 
good effect. 

After the operation, Mgr. Marsolini, 
the papal chamberlain, on being asked

’ what impression the illness had made 


abroad, replied that 28,000 telegrams 
had been received at the Vatican. 
Queen Victoria telegraphed direct to 
Cardinal Rampolla for news. The Pope 
has sent a request to all who have for- 
telegrams that they should 
pray for him and for the church.

During Dr. Mazzoni'’s visit the Pope 
asked him how many female patients 
were accommodated at the hospital of 
St. John, of which Dr. Mazzoni is the 
chief surgeon, and he inquired regard- 
ing the work done at the hospital by 
the Sisters of Mercy.

According to Italie, His Holiness. suf- 
fered great pain during the operation, 
and remarked afterward to his doctor: 
“I understand now the seriousness of 
my illness, You must have had great 
courage to operate upon an Old man 

The hematic cyst has been forming, 
probably ,for thirty years. The only 
persons present at the operation were 
Dr. Mazzoni, Dr. Lapponi, who assist- 
ed. and Dr. Pio Centra, the Pope's 
personal attendant. At 9:30 o’clock His 
Holiness was carried on a litter to a 
window of his apartments. Smiling, he 
said to the doctors: “Do you want to 
play these tricks.on me at my age?” 

Then: he lay down composedly on his 
right side. Although the. courage 
which the patient displayed gave the 
doctors courage, they feared to use 
chloroform, and used instead, liquid an. 
aestheic, consisting of cocaine, chloride 
of sodium and morphia. 

Owing to the size of the growth the 
excision occupied some time, but Dr. 


Mazzini traced the extent of the 
growth, and the actual operation 
lasted but twelve minutes. The 


Pope displayed great fortitude. After 
the bandaging he was carried back to 
the bed and, once the feeling of faint- 
mess due to the shock and loss of blood 
had passed away, he appeared quite 
calm. The fever quickly sudsided, con- 
firming the diagnosis of the doctors. 

The physicians, according to Italie, 
are anxious about the weakening ef- 
fects of the dysentery, but if the Pone 
has a good night, there is every reason.

Prof. Hough Finds Out Something 
New About Jupiter. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TINMES.] 

CHICAGO, March 1.—[LExclusive Dis- 
patch,] Prof. George W. Hough, as- 
tronomer at Dearborn Observatory in 
Evanston, has just made public a new 
discovery im regard to the surface ro- 
tation of the planet Jupiter, which is 
completely at variance with the exist- 
ing belief. It is the géneral tenet of 
astronomers, and the statements are 
embodied in most recent text books on 
that science, that the surface rotation 
of the planet Jupiter -is similar to that

CUBA WILL SOON BE FREE 


GOMEZ CONVINCED THAT AMERICA 
ACTS IN GOOD FAITH. 


He Recognizes That. Such a Radical 
Change Cannot Be Made in a 
Day—Troops in Havana Deprived 

of Booze,

NO BOOZE FOR OUR TROOPS. 

{[A. P. EARLY. MORNING REPORT.] 
HAVANA, March 1.—The American mili- 
tary authorities in Cuba are attempting to 
make the American soldiers teetotalers 
by stopping the sale of beer at post ex- 
changes and closing the bars in Havana and 
at Marianao for selling beer or wine to 
privates or non-commissioned officers. 
proprietors of such places are fined $500, 
but are allowed to reopen, after three days, 
on giving bonds: 

The private soldiers, especially the vol- 
unteers, think it a hardship that they may 
not buy beer when the officers of their reg- 
ments are unrestricted, especially as the 
volunteer officers feel comradeship for their 
men, and often buy flasks for them. 
As matters stand now, the American sol- 
diers cannot get a drink, not even beer, with~ 
out breaking the law or forcing some one else 
to break it. Nevertheless, all regulations to 
the contrary, they will drink; and the pres- 
ent regulations so operate that they can only 
get the worst brands of rum and brandy sur- 
reptitiously brought into camp.. 

On Sunday night seven cafés were closed 
in Havana, including, as already cabled, the 
Albisu and the Tacon. The former was closed 
for keeping open after hours, the latter be- 
cause its proprietor, a Spaniard named Gan- 
zales, was said to have sold liquor to a 
sergeant. 

Gonzales, who has a good reputation, de- 
clares that at the time the alleged offense 
was committed, the café tables were crowded 
and about fifty people were at the bar getting 
drinks, among them the sergeant in question. 
Several times the barkeeper refused to sérve 
the sergeant, but the latter finally grasped a 
glass of liquor intended for another, an 
American officer. The latter, who was watch- 
ing, immediately caused the barkeeper’s ar- 
rest. This is the explanation of the proprie- 
tor, who appeared yesterday morning before 
the police functionaries, where he was in- 
formed by the interpreter, who had talked 
with the sergeant, that the latter's testimony 
would clear him, as the sergeant would recite 
the facts just as they occurred when the trial 
came on. J 

It appears, however, that the officer who 
had caused the arrest prevented the ser- 
geant from testifying as he had intended 
to do, and: Gonzales was fined $500 and or- 
dered to keep his house closed for three 
days. He has forwarded a written protest. 
with his statement of the transaction to 
Maj.-Gen. Ludlow, asking for justice. 

While such a case is scarcely typical of 
the general policy of the military authori- 
ties in Havana, there is evidently a strong 
desire on their part to make examples of 
all proprietors of saloons and cafés who 
eell intoxicating liquors to privates or non- 
commissioned officers. Their zeal led them 
on Sunday night, it is thought, too far, and 
the impression prevailed that they are try- 
ing to get every café proprietor under bonds 
without waiting for clearly-established of- 
fenses. There is a great deal of unfavorable 
criticism upon these recent arrests, which 
are considered unnecessarily arbitrary.

We hold 600 American prisoners, who 
will be taken into the interior, Not one 
of our people has surrendered, and our 
government maintains its independence 
and will not yield.” 

A Filipino telegram from Cebu as- 
serts that the foreign residents have 
asked the insurgents to withdraw in 
order to avoid a bombardment. 

The Filipinos have acceded, trusting 
that their action will be brought be- 
fore the foreign consuls with the view 
of arranging an equitable settlement 
with the Americans. aa 


ACTIVITY AT CALOOCAN, 


One Casualty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


MANILA, March.1, 4:55 p.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.}]-The rebels are very 
active at Caloocan and Malabon. They 
evidently intend to mount a battery in 
front of the Malabon Church, destroyed 
by the fire of the United States moni- 
tor Monadnock on February 27. They 
can be seen throwing up earth for 
guns and equipment.

ay. 

The United States transport St. Paul 
has embarked Col. Smith, Maj. Simes, 
a battalion of the California Volunteers 
and the officers recently appointed to 
posts at Tloilo. 

The United States transport Arizona 
has arrived here. 

Generally speaking, the situation is 
unchanged. 


BOTTOMS SCRAPED. 


Monterey and Baltimore Taking

News from Kansas City is to the ef- 
fect that,.the men had been hired by 
Sefior Vasquez for the purpose of mak- 
ing a deseént on Honduras, but all 
seem to believe that» the aim of the 
expedition is Bluefields in Nicaragua. 
‘Whether the news of the collapse of 
the Reyes movement in: Nicaragua will 
prevent the expedition ‘from leaving 
remains to be seen. It was asserted by 
one of the men that the news sent out 
from Managua of the capture of Blue- 
fields was manufactured by President 
Zelave. for the purpose of frightening 
the filibusters. and inducing them not 
to sail from New Orleans. 

The District Attorney says that noth- 
ing can be done with the men, who 
are guilty of no violation of interna- 
tional law. The Bluefields Steamship 
Company has given notice that it will 
not carry any of the men to Nic- 
aragua, and thus they will have to 
hire a special vessel to make their 
filibustering descent on the Central 
American coast. None of the men have 
arms of any kind. 

The pretense is made that they are 
going down to Central America to do 
work..on a railroad, but they have no 
pickaxes or tools, and do not look in 
any way like railroad men.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—In a conversation I 
had the other day with a friend of Mark 
Twain, there was recalled Mark Twain's at- 
tempt to conduct a ‘‘humorous’’ department 
in a monthly magazine. It was as interest- 
‘ing and characteristic an adventure as any in 
all of Mark Twain’s eventful life, and it is 
one that must by now be pretty well for- 
gotten by the general public, for it befell 
all but thirty years ago. The magazine in 
which the attempt was made has been dead 
all of twenty years. It was the Galaxy, a 
magazine that in the distinction of its con- 
tributors was surpassed by none.of its day; 
but the time, in some mysterious way, ran 
against it~and after a career of perhaps 
twelve or fifteen years it passed under. 
Mark Twain’s venture began in the spring 


randa”’ he supplied to each number eight or 
ten pages cf short sketches, and paragraphs. 


his collected works, and I may add that the 
fact is, on the whole, not to be regretted. And 
yet among these monthly ‘“‘memorande”’ 
there were a good many bright. things; things 
that had the true Mark Twain flavor. Twice 
Mark introduced into the department speci- 
meng of his drawings. One was a map of 
Paris, made timely by the fact that the war 


progress, and the other was a portrait of 
the German Emperor, William III. With each 
he printed a series of testimonials. Re- 
garding the portrait,. for instance, Pius IX 
was alleged to have said: ‘‘There is nothing 
like it in the Vatican;"’ and Rosa Bonheur, 
“It is the neatest thing in still life I have 
seen for years,’’ and Bismarck, ‘‘The smile 
may almost be called unique,’’ and the Em- 
peror’s son,.the Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
llam, ‘‘One cannot see it. without longing to 
contemplate the artist.’"" The map of Paris 
was no less aptly remarked upon. U. S&S. 
Grant said: “It is the only map of the kind 
I ever saw;’’ Gen, Sherman, ‘jIt is but fair to 
say that in some respects it is a truly re- 
markable map,’’ and Napoleon III, “It is 
very nice, large print.”” 

Of all the contents of the department, how- 
ever, the thing that attracted most attention 
at the time was a rather long review of 
Mark Twain's book, ‘‘The Innocents Abroad,”’ 
from the London Saturday Review. With 
what appeared to be absolute sincerity and 
seriousness, the reviewer took the author to 
task for ignorance, falsehood and bad taste. 
The most whopping of the stateemnts and 
stories in the book were cited or retailed with 
such comments as “this seems to be rather 
exaggerated;’’ “‘this certainly departs in im- 
portant particulars from the ascertained his- 
torical facts;’’ ‘‘this surely could not have 
happened in the way in which the author 
has presented it.’’ At: one point the book 


‘was commended for certain curious informa- 


tion it gave, and at this exceptionally praise- 
ful passage, Mark Twain interposed a foot- 
note, saying that the information so much 
valued was of his own invention. Summing 
up finally the long list of exceptions taken, 
the reviewer said: “The book is absolutely 
dangerous, considering the magnitude and 
variety of its misstatements, and the con- 
vincing confidence with which they are made.

No end of discussion followed the publi- 
cation of this curious composition. Through 
tue newspapers, by . private letters, Mark 
Twain was'profusely counseled as to all the 
possible bearings of it. Some judges informed 
him that he had been most ludicrously taken 


/in, that the writer in the Saturday Review 


was himself a humorist, as deft a one as 
Mark Twain himself, and -the critique all 
a deep, dry joke. Others say in it a new ex-. 
ample, not surprising, perhaps; all things 
considered—of that monumental! English dull- 
hess which was always making more or less 
of a pardde of itself. In his department, 
the next month, Mark Twain gratefully 
rinted a selection from these judgments, ex- 
ibiting them in all their picturesque vigor 
and variety, and he added a note of personal 
explanation in which he informed the judges 
and the public that he had written the re- 
view himself, conceiving that it was about 
the sort of notice of his book the Saturday 
Review would have taken, had it taken any— 
which, at the tise the review was written, it 
nee not; though it did subsequently, I be- 

' As time went on it became quité evident 
that his department was a burden to Mark 
‘Twain. oe he could endure it no lon- 
ger, and he closed it with a ‘“‘valedictory” 
that is like a masterpiece of short fiction in 
the dramatic suggestiveness with which it 
places before the imagination the funda- 
mental contrasts of life. “I have now,”’’ -it 
reads, ‘‘written for the Galaxy a year. For 
the last eight months, with hardly an in- 
terval, I have had for my fellows and com- 
rades, night and day, doctors and watchers 
of the sick. During these eight months death 
has taken two members of my home circle, 
and malignantly threatened two others. All 
this I have experienced, yet all the time been 
under contract to furnish ‘humorous’ matter 
once a month for this magazine. : 
think that some of the ‘humor’ I have writ- 
ten during this period could have been in- 
jected into a funeral sermon without dis- 
turbing the solemnity of the occasion. oS 
To be a pirate, on a low salary, and with no 
share in the profits of the business used to 
be my idea an uncomfortable occupation, 
but I have other views now. To bea month y 
humorist in a cheerless time is drearier.”’ 
In conclusion the ‘“‘valedictory” stated that 
the author would now devote himself to writ- 
ing a book. The book referred to must have 
been ‘‘Roughing It,’’ which appeared the fol- 
lowing year. It was Mark Twain's third 
venture in this sort, the first being the ob- 
scure lit ollection that opened with the 
story o “Jumping Frog,’’ and the sec- 
ond bei ‘The Innocents Abroad.”’

C. B. writes: I inclose copy of con- 
tract I made and I now desire to re- 
enter in business of some kind and 
in the same city, and I desire your 
opinion. Can I do so, legally? Said 
J..S. has sold said business to J. S. 
& Bro., composed of said J. S. and 
one W. S., his brother, who are known 
in law to be wholly different as said 
defendant is different. from any other 
person or partnership. Now my con- 
tract provided to the effect that it 
shall be void in case said defendant 
shall rent his: business or sell it. 

As the sale bill provides for only a 
limited: time the contract is not void 
as against public policy, and you are 
bound by its terms if not violated by 
the othr party. He is restricted only 
from selling or renting his business. 
I do not think forming a partnership 
in which he remains an active mem- 
ber would be held a violation of the 
conditions, and if not, you cannot 
legally set up the same business in 
opposition to the firm, any more than 
in opposition to J.-S. individually. 

COPY OF CONTRACT. 
“ROCKFORD, Ill., Jan. 2, 1898. 

“In consideration of the bill of sale 
of my stock of goods, etc., located at 
No. 400 State street, above city, to J. 
S., I hereby agree not to enter in or 


not deliver a deed in person or by an 
agent, and the delivery is a necessary 
part ‘of the transfer. It may be dif- 
ferent, however, if the deed be placed 
in escrow, as this may be construed 
as a conditional delivery becoming 
absolute on the fulfillment of the con- 
dition. But I do not know that this 
has ever been decided. 2 
(6.) Wages earned within the next 
thirty days preceeding the levy of a 
writ are exempt when necessary for 
the use of the debtor’s family resi- 
dent in the State, except where the 
debt was incurred for the common 
necessaries of life, when only half of 
such wages or earnings is exempt. 
(7.) No assignment could be valid, 
whether recorded or not, if made with 
the intention of hindering creditors. 
(8.) The statute of limitations in 
California, which would govern an 
action on the note in that State, is 
two years, the note having. been-exe- 
cuted out of the State. It is doubtful 
if the distinction between a note exe- 
cuted without he State would be s@s- 
tained if tested under the national 
Constitution. If suit were brought on 
a note in Colorado the statute would 
bar in six years. ' 
(9.) Where a definite time of pay- 
ment is stated in the note itself, the

or notice, otherwise where the note is 
made payable on demand. In any 
case, a failure to present is not fatal 
to the obligation if a maker or a mere 
surety, even when it would be ‘other- 
wise as to an endeavor or guarantor, 
although a surety may be released by 
an enforceable agreement for delay 
between the creditor and principal 
debtor without the consent of the 
surety.

The completion, some months ago, 
of the work of resurfacing Main and 
Spring streets with asphalt, demon- 
strated that the results accompl shed 
were worth much more to the city, 
both from a practical and an aesthet- 
ical point of view, than the actual 
cost in doljlars and cents. Those two 
streets are now fine thoroughfares, 
and under the new system of street 
sweeping (which is not yet quite per- 
fect) they are creditable to the beauti- 
ful and: progressive city of Los Ange- 
les. . 

Broadway should next receive atten- 
tion—and a new surface of asphalt. | 
It needs resurfacing nearly or quite 
as much as Spring and Main streets 


The pavement on Broadway has been 
down ten years, and during that time 
it has been subjected to heavy traffic. 
It has been patched up at various 
times, until patching has ceased to be 
a saving virtue. The street needs an 
entirely new surface, at least from 
First to Seventh street, and it ought 
to have a new surface from Temple 
to the point where it intersects Main 
street, south of Tenth. 

Especially is the need for resurfac'ng 
urgent as regards the block from First 
to Second street, where the present 
surface is considerably above the 
established grade. The need for this 
work is in fact imperative. The re- 
laying of the street-car tracks—which 
of course are placed upon the proper 
grade line—necessitates the lower ng 
of the remaining surface of the street, 
and this cannot be done without re- 
surfacing the entire street in that 
block. While we are about it the en- 
tire length of the street should ‘te re- 
paved in a substantial and workman-., 
like manner, such as will make Broad- 
way fully equal to Spring and Main 


oughfares of the city. 

The tunnels through the hills in. 
Third street and in Broadway will 
soon be begun, and in due course of 
time will be finished, adding greatly 
to the importance of Broadway. as a> 
business street. The traffic on the | 
street will be greatly increased 8s) 
soon as the tunnels are thrown open | 
to the public. The present is a gooi 
time to begin putting the street into 
proper shape to receive this extra | 
traffic. It is only a question of time 
when the entire street will have to be 
repaved. Let us take time by the. 
forelock in this matter, and thus place 
Broadway on a par with Spring and 
Main streets, so far as the pavement 
is concerned. 


HENRY CLEWS ON ‘‘TRUSTS.”’ 

The tendency of manufacturing and 
other industries to enter into vast | 
combinations and consolidations, co 
monly known as “trusts,” is attracting | 
the earnest attention of financiers and 
political economists everywhere. This | 
tendency is noticeable, not alone in 
this country, but throughout the civil- 
ized world. The causes which have 
led up to it are in no sense local to 
any one nation, but are world-wide 
in their extent and significance. N» 
man can accurately foresee the ulti- 
mate result of this modern tendeicy 
toward consolidations of produciive 
enterprises. It is an evolutionary 
phenomenon, the outcome of which 
must be awaited, but which cannot be 
foreseen. 

As showing ‘how this matter is 
viewed by at least one portion of the 
financial world, the following extract | 
from the latest financial circular. 6f. 
Henry Clews is of especial interest: 

“Wall street is not 
the immense current 
‘trust’ issues. It is felt to be a move- 
ment of the profoundest importanc:; 
but opinions about its outcome vary. 
according to the theoretic standpoint | 
from which the subject is viewed. | 
For the moment, it is regarded as af- | 
fecting Wall-street interes‘s rather in- | 
directly than directly, that is to say, 
only so far as it may possibly unset- | 
tle confidence in the somewhat dis-| 
tant future of our industrial system; | 
even the question as to whether these 
new issues will broaden the specula- 
tive list of the exchange is not 
viewed as a matter of immediate in- 
terest.

A publishing-house.in San Francisco 


_ has issued an address to the Governor 
and Legislature, proposing a plan 


which it is claimed would save the 
State $100,000 a year on printing. Of 
late this office has cost’'the State atout 
$150,000 per annum, in addition ‘to 
which there is always a deficiency ap- 
propriation for State  text-books, 
amounting to many thousands of dol- 
lars. The firm above alluded to be- 
lieves there are no reasons why the 
printers of the State should not be 
allowed to bid for the\work. Such 
bids would be open to the printers of 
San Francisco, Los Ange- 
Jes, San José and other, tities, and 
would, it is said, result in the large 
saving of $100,000 annpally\ to the 
taxpayers.

The 
State of Michigan is referred to in 
comparison with California.

During the same pe- 
riod California expended $250,000, ex- 
clusive of the cost of text-books. Yet, 
it is Claimed that Michigan received 
twice a8 much printing as did Cali- 
‘fornia, the Michigan reports being 
printed and beautifully bound in vol- 
umes by a firm of printerseat Lans- 
ing, in that State. 

- Again, it is claimed that the city 
of San Francisco gets its printing 


done for less than one-third of what: 


the State pays for the same amount 
of work. It is said that the Insur- 
ance Commissioner had hie work done 
by printers in the open market in 


the city of San Francisco, until eight 


years ago, when the law was 
changed, requiring that the work 
should be done at the State Printing | 
Office. Since then the Insurance 
Commissioner’s printing has been 
costing four times as much as it ever 
cost before. 

This proposition. certainly appears 
to be worthy of careful consideration, 
as $100,000 a year is a large amoun 


_ of money, which even the wealthy 
State of California cannot well afford 


to &pend unnecessarily, merely for 
the purpose of providing fat jobs for 
a few favored individuals. 


PRIVATE PROPERTY IN WAR. 

In his annual message to Congress, 
transmitted on December 5, 1898, the 
President made the following recom- 
mendation relative to the freedom of 


ture during war: 


“The experiences of the last year 
bring forcibly home to us a sense of 
the burdens and the waste of war. 
We desire, in common with most civil- 
ized nations, to reduce to the lowest 
possible point the damage sustained 
in time of war by peaceful trade and 
commerce. It is true, we may suffer 
in. such cases less than other com- 
munities, but all nations are dam- 
aged more or less by the state of un- 
eaginess and apprehension into which 
an outbreak of hostilities throws the 
entire commercial world. 


““It should be our object, therefore, 
to minimize, so far as practicable, this 


inevitable loss and disturbance. This 
purpose can probably best be accom- 


plished by an international agreement | 


to regard all private property at cea 
as exempt from capture or destruct’on 
by the forces of belligerent powers. 


The United States government has for 


many years advocated this humane 


and beneficent principle, and is now 
~ jn position to recommend it to other 


powers without the imputation of 
selfish motives. I therefore suggest 
for your consideration that the Exec- 
utive be authorized to correspond 


with the governments of the principal 


maritime powers with a view of in- 
corporating into the permanent law of 
civilized nations the principle of the 
exemption of all private property at 
sea, not contraband of war, frcm cap- 
ture or destruction by  b2lligereat 
powers.” 

In pursuance of these wise and hu-_ 
mane recommendations by the Presi- 


_dent, Senator Platt of Connecticut in- 


troduced in the Senate, and the date 
Representative Dingiey of Maine in- 
troduced in the House, a concurrent 


resolution approving and adopting 
the President’s suggestions. Whether 
this resolution was adopted, or has 


been lost in the shuffle of business 
important, THE 
Times is unable to say at this time. 


| But such a resolution ought to be 
adopted By both houses of Congress 


without debate, and without a dissent-. 
ing vote. - 

The policy. outlinea by the President 
is in strict accord with American 
ideas and practice ‘for many years 
past, and is in harmony with the most 
advanced civilization. It is both de- 
sirable and natural that the United 


States should take the lead in this 


matter, and it is to be hoped that the 
movement will not be suffered to lag 
until the recommendations of the Pres- 
ident have been fully complied with, 


and the plans which he outlines have 


been fully realized. 

The present time is eminently a 
fitting one for the bringing about of 
this much-to-be-desired regulation 


‘governing the methods of interna- 


tional warfare, and the United States 
is in a position to take the initiative 
without suspicion of having an ulte- 
rior motive. The consummation of 
this important and beneficent reform 
will be of inepiculable and lasting 
benefit to,the commerce, not alone of 
the United States, but of the entire 
world.

A MANIFEST INJUSTICE. 

The © recommendations of Mayor 
Eaton,-in regard to the paymént of 
licenses by--persons pwho sell wines 
‘and liquors, appear to be well-consid- 
sesed, in the main, and will no doubt 
do away with. many abuses, if carried 
out. But the plan to compel all res- 
taurants which serve wines o> liqucrs 
to their patrons, with meals, to take 
out a regular saloon license, would 
manifestly work great injustice to a 
large class of men doing a perfectly 
legitimate business. And rot only 
this, but it would work great injustice 
and inconvenience to the patrons of 
these restaurants, who would in many 
cases be compelled to go to highe.- 
priced restaurants, or forego the ise 
of wholesome wines and beer with 
their meals, or patronize the saloons, 
in order to get what would be denied 
them at their regular eating places. 

There are restaurants and restau- 
rants. It is undeniable that in many 
cases a restaurant license has been 
used to cover what is in reality a 
saloon business. Such places serve a 
mere semblance of a meal with the 
drinks ordered. The business trans- 
acted is essentially a saloon business. 
The restaurant attachment is meiely 
a pretense, to shield the more proifit- 
able business of liquor-selling. Suca 
places should unquestionably pay a 
regular liquor license. Their business 
is conducted in evasion of the law, and 
is therefore injurious to the business 
of their competitors who obey the 
law. This abuse should undoubtedly 
be suppressed, and the Muayor’s sug- 
gestions, if carried out, would prob- 
ably serve pretty effectually to sup- 
press them. | 

There are other restaurants which 
do a legitimate restaurant business, 
and serve wines and liquors to their 
patrons merely as an incident of their 
regular business of feeding the hungry. 
If patrons desire wines -or oth= 
beverages with their meals, they can 
be accommodated, in the same manrer 
as they can be accOmmodated with 
tea, coffee, or milk, as they desire. 
Many of these restaurants are con- 
ducted on a modest scale, upon small 
capital, and their proprietors could 
not afford the heavy expense of a 
saloon license at the stiff figure of $50 
per month. The enforcement of such 
a regulation would necessarily result 
in closing up many of these places, 
for the loss of patronage, due to their 
| inability to supply the wants of their 
patrons, would mean the loss of their 
entire profits. 

There are-many restaurants of this 
kind in Los Angeles, and they meet 
the wants of the public in an ad- 
mirable manner, affording good meals 
at al? prices, to suit all purses. One 
of the first things that strikes an 
eastern visitor to Los Angeles is the 
large number and variety of our res- 
taurants, the general excellence of the 
meals served, amd the comparatively 
low prices charged for the services 
rendered. There is probably no town 
in the United States—if, indeed, there 
is any town in the world—where res- 
taurant board is so cheap and so good, 
all things considered, as in Los An- 


| geles. One may obtain here, in fact, 


any kind of « meal one wishes at any 
price, from 5 cents up. The variety 
and excellence of our restaurants and 
hotels is a strong attraction to the 
tourist, and to visitors of every sort 
and description. Los Angeles has a 
wide and growing reputation for the 
excellence and variety of its accom- 
modations for the traveling public, 
and for those sojourning within its 
borders. We cannot afford to enact 
any laws which will unnecessarily 
hamper the restaurant business, nor 


“any other legitimate occupation. 


The crazy inflation of copper stocks 
continues in the East. A_ financial 
paper publishes a table, showing that 
during the past year the copper stocks 
traded in at-the Boston Stock Ex- 
change- had increased in nominal 
value from $50,000,000 to $245,000,000, 
or nearly 400 per cent. In one casé, 
the ‘stock in a mine which was quoted 
at 80 cents a share in January, 1898, 
is now quoted at $10.25 a share. This 
advance is‘all founded on the unrea- 
sonable inflation of the price of c-p- 
per, as there has been no increase in 
dividends paid by the mines, nor is 
any expected for some time to come.

No doubt the slaughter- 
house of Mr. Maier could be had upon 
reasonable terms, and possibly the 


city could avail itself of his experience }. 


in its management. As an example 
of municipal management in this line 
I quote what the London Chronicle 
says of Leipzig, for instance: 

“There is only one public slaughter- 
house, and all animals must be killed 
there. The buildings are striking ex- 
amples of architecture. The animals 
are brought by rail or tramway, and 
the meat distributed through the elec- 
tric tramway system. Close by is the 
eattle market. There are slaughter- 
houses for each kind of animal—large, 
well-lighted buildings, fitted with con- 
venient apnaratus» There are fac- 
tories for dealing with offal. There is 
no nuisance, nothing offensive or un- 
Sightly. All meat is inspected, and 
doubtful portions sent to the laboratory 
for more careful examination. Every 
one supports the system, including the 
butchers. They prefer the system, 
because at moderate cost they are re-| 


of a private establishment. They find 
it convenient to keep their meat stored 
in the cool chambers. of ‘the abattoir, 
fetching it away as they want it. In. 
every butcher’s shop there ts a cold 
cupboard for storing a small stock of 
meat, and the municipality supplies 
them with ice of its own manufacture 
on moderate terms. The supply of meat 
from the abattoir is kept up by light | 
closed vans handsomely got up.”

‘HOW TO_MAKE RAIN, 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE DIREC- 
TORS HEAR SUGGESTIONS, 
— 

‘Prof. T. 8. ©. Lowe of Pasadena 
Would Explode Gases from RBal- 
loons—-W. E. Hughes Has An- 
other Plan, and a Santa Barbara 
Man the Fogs Utilized, 


was the chief subject 
which was discussed. by the board of 
direc.ors of the Chamber of Commerce 
at ‘their meeting yesterduy afternoon. 
A number of communications were read 
to the board, and if the schemes as 
presented are feasible Southern Califor- 


of sufficient rainfall to water its vege- 
tation and fill its irrigation reservoirs 
for the next hundred years. 

The discussion resulted from a report 
of the committee appointed to look 
into the feasibility of rainmaking. 
Communications were read from Prof. 
T. S. C. Lowe of Pasadena, George E. 
Franklin and W. E. Hughes. In a long 
letter to the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Prof. Lowe, after setting forth his 
peculiar fitness for a knowledge of the 
question, related, how he had, while 
in the government service, made many 
observations from balloons. He told 
how, during the civil war, rainstorms 
almostinvariably followed battles. Prof. 
Lowe thought the conditions in South- 
ern California were favorable for rain- 
making, and said that a little disturb- 
ance of the atmosphere at the proper 
time would cause a heavy precipita- 
tion. The professor suggested the ex- 
plosion of cheaper gasses rather than 
gunpowder, and approved of the work 
teing done from balloons rather than 
from the tops of mountains. 

Incidentally, the Pasadena man men- 
tioned a system of his own, whereby 
he some day hoped to have balloon 
transportation as common as is that of 
the bicycle at the present day. He 
suggested that the funds for the rain- 
making experiments be secured by sub. 
scription, and, speaking of the ridicule 
such a plan waz sure to meet with, 
pointed to the laughter which had been 
aimed at. Isenjamin Franklin when he 
flew his kite. 

W. E. Hughes suggested that twen- 
ty-five or thirty rainmaking: stations 
be established at various intervals in 
the southern end of the State, and that 
at opportune times gases be discharged 
Simultaneously from all of them, 
thereby making a general rainfall. As 
a possibility, Mr. Hughes intimated 
that a searchlight might be placed on 
Mt. Lowe and used to signal the vari- 
ous stations when the time was rive 
for the explosion of gases. 

In a communication to the Weather 
| Bureau, through the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Herbert Earlscliffe of Santa 
Barbara, appeals to the inventive ge- 
nius of the country to secure a 
method whereby the frequent fogs 
may be utilized to moisten the roots 
of vegetation, as well as the leaves.

TO COUNTERACT ALKALI. 


Big Canal Way Surveyed to Elsi- 
nore, 

Civil Engineer Burr Bassell has just 
returned from a month’s survey for a 
canal, which is to be built by the San 
Francisco Savings Union Company, of 
San Francisco, from Smith or Palomar 
Mountain to Elsinore, a distance of 
twenty-seven miles. “I found the proj- 
ect feasible from an engineer’s stand- 
point,” said Bassell yesterday, “since 
there is a fall of 135 feet. 
build a canal ten feet wide and four 
feet deep, whith will irrigate the 
Pauba and Temecula ranchos and other 
citrus lands about Elsinore, and per- 
haps later Corona, which lands hither- 
to have been hampered by irrigation 
with the alkaline water of Lake Elsi- 
nore. We will build a storage reser- 
voir two miles below the mountain in 
a valley suitable for the purpose. There 
is plenty of water in the cafions of 
Smith Mountain, which is about thirty 
miles southeast of Elsinore and sixty 
miles from Corona. There are about 
500 square miles of watershed here. 
Lake Elsinore water is good enough 
when diluted by rain water, but when 
a dry year comes the lake dries up 
and the alkali affects its waters for 
several years in the future. We ex- 
pect to make good a large tract of 
land down there which has hitherto 
been considered valueless on account 
of alkali.” ¢

He at once demanded ‘to know why he 
had not been called, and was told that 
the other men had gone out of their 
way to call him. This enraged him, 
and he asserted ¢hat the men upon ar- 
riving at his house should have clanged 
his door-bell and cal him out. So 
angry was he that he préferred written 
charges against the driver of the en- 
gine, D. W. Trowbridge, for not hav- 
ing called him from his residence, and 
sent the charges to Chief Moore. The 
latter ‘made an investigation and in- 
stead of sustaining Velsir’s charges, 
— Chief preferred charges against 

m. 


On his own statements and without 
reference to what the other witnesses 
had ‘said, the commissioners decided 
that Velsir had been guilty of inat- 
tention te duty. It was, therefore, 
ordered that he be fined $50 and repri- 
manded by the Chief. It was also 
understood that if he should ever be 
found guilty of other charges before 
the commission he would be dismissed. 

Chief Moore recommended that the 
commissioners request the Los Ange- 
les Electric Company to place a red 
band around the ¢ops of the electric 
light globes on street corners, at which 
fire alarm boxes are located: The 
purpose of this is to indicate the cor- 
ners at night so that there will be no 
difficulty in locating the fire alarm 
boxes. The board heartily agreed with 
the suggestion, and the request will be 
made to the eleetric company. 

The Chief reported that since the last 
meeting of the board the department 
had responded to nineteen alarms of 
fire, the aggregate loss at which was 
about $1050.

The curtain fell yesterday on the 
story of the tragedy enacted at. the, 
Hunter house on the San Fernando! 
road. when Harry Clark was sentenced | 
-to San Quentin for life for the murder 
of Wong Sing Hay, the Garvanza 
laundryman. 

The criminal department of the Su- 
perior Court convened at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning .for the purpose of 
making final disposition of Clark’s 
case. 

Deputy District Attorney McComas 
asked permission to read tue affidavit 
filed over a week ago, which was made 
by Johnstone Jones, Esq., of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, and which re- 
cited the main facts testified to by 
seven or eight of the witnesses during 
the trial of Joe Hunter. The purpose 
of this affidavit ‘was intended to be 
far-reaching and effective in forestall- 
ing Harry Clark from obtaining a new 
trial, on appeal... 

When first the motion for a new trial 
was interposed in Clark’s behalf, a 
number of affidavits were filed, to sup- 
port the motion, which tended to nega- 
tive some of the points. upon which 
the jury had returned a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the second degree. 
If the case had then gone to the Su- 
preme Court. a new trial would have 
been accorded on those affidavits alone. 
for they raised most important issues, 
and the affidavit of Anna Bibby, in- 
deed. threw the onus of the murder 
onto Joe Hunter. .The affidavit read 
by Mr. McComas yesterday was _pre- 
pared ‘to controvert those former af- 
fidavits by depriving them of all their 
force. and allow the Supreme Court 
to pass merely.upon the bare transcript 
of the evidence: taken at the trial of 
Clark himself, and denuded of the 
complications which afterward arose 
and which culminated in the trial of 
Joe Hunter. \ 

. Thedocument covered twenty-one type 
written pages, and took Mr. McComas 
over half an hour to read. That done 
the proceedings were cut very short. 
The court asked if counsel for the de- 
fense had any counter-affidavits§ to 
put in.°and as Messrs. Shinn and Allen 


tion of filing such counter-affidavits, it 
came somewWhat in the nature of a 
surprise when they answered that they 
did not intend to meet the affidavit 
filed by McComas in any way. 
“Without going into details,’’ then 
said Judge Smith, “I think. we may say 
that substantially Harry Clark has 
had two trials in this court. The Hun- 
ter trial was a protracted one, and 
everything having any bearing upon 
the matter was fully gone into. The 
District Attorney was very liberal to 
Harry Clark, and showed every inclina- 
tion to have every branch of the mat- 
ter gone into. ; 
“The jury in Clark’s case seemed 
very decided as to the facts, and I con- 
fess I was impressed the same way. I 
saw nothing to cause doubt of the 
verdict in his case. While there was 
an untraveled ‘field, overlooked or not 
investigated, it was oleared up in the 
Hunter trial, and not to the advantage 
of this defendant, I sé@é no reason to 
set aside the verdict.” | 
Those words of the court disposed of 


Judge Smith proceeded to Advert to 
the unpleasant duty that devolved upon 
him: of his father and the grandfather 
of Harry Clark having been pioneers 
together in Northern Illinois, and of his 
having favorably known the family, it 


than the minimum sentence was about 
to be imposed. And so it proved. 
Mr. Shinn made a motion in arrest 


nied. and Harry Clark was told _ to 
stand up. The young fellow came for- 
ward with the halting limp that tells 
of his accident in early life. He was 
spick and span in his attire, and stood 
composedly while sentence was passed. 
Being asked if..he knew any legal 
cause why sentence should not be 
passed, he answered in the negative. 
The court said that it would not be 
wise to indulge in any homily upon 
the matter, it was all serious enough, 
and so without further preamble it 
was ordered that the defendant be 
confined at San Quentin during the 
period of his natural life. Two days’ 
stay of execution was granted upon ap- 
plication by the defense. and during 
the morning formal notice of appeal 
was filed. . 

As all of the testimony taken at the 
trial is already in typewritten form. it 
is anticipated that the appeal to the 
Supreme Court will be perfected in 
time to permit of the case coming up 
before the court at Sacramento in 
June. The defense is professing a cer- 
tainty of the case being reversed, and 
‘that the chances are increased mate- 
rially by the excessive sentence—the 
minimum for murder in the first degree 
and the maximum for murder in the 
second degree 

The curious reticence of defending 
counsel in refusimg to answer the vo- 
luminous affidavit read by Mr. Mc- 
Comas yesterday. is explainable on the 
ground that they contend that it is no 
affidavit at all, and will be thrown out 


made by Assistant District Attorney 
Jones, and purports to allege what cer- 
tain witnesses said upon the witness 
stand during the Hunter trial. It is 
contended that that is merely hearsay 
evidence and cannot be accepted,. as 
the law provides that an ‘affidavit shall 
be made by a person having direct 
knowledge; that the affidavit—if it is 
such—is not the best evidence, for the 
District Attornev could have obtained 
from the witnesses whom Gen. Jones 
alleges he is auoting individual affi- 
davits, and failing that, could have 
put in the official record as compiled 
by the court stenographer. Then, too, 
in the course of the alleged affidavit, 
Ger. Jones is made to indulge in ex- 
parte statements regarding his rea- 
sons why he would not introducé in 
evidence a certain collar. All o§ these 
objections go to make up such preju- 
dicial.error that, according to the. de- 
fense. Mr. McComas'’s affidavit will not 
stand in the Supreme Court. And this 
is the reason that neither of defending 
counsel made any move to introduce 
counter affidavits: had they done so. 
then their objections would have been 
waived, and what they regard as an ir- 
responsible statement would have ac- 
aquired a status it never otherwise can 
obtain. 

If this view should prove to be cor- 
rect, quite apart from any errors during 
the trial itself, the transcript would he 
considered by the Supreme Court in 
the light of the first batch of affidav- 
its filed in sunport of the motion for a 
new trial, and unhampered by any rec- 
ord of anything that took place at the 
Hunter ‘trial. '

ARRESTED AT SEATTLE. 


W. O'Keefe, Who Jumped His Bail, 
| to Be Extradited. 
After many days.the case of William 

O’Keefe is again to be brought into 

court, this time presumably to stand 

trial. 
On February 16, 1897, O’Keefe shot 


two men named Henry Anderson and 


D. Gebhardt, in the Elite saloon on 
Spring street.. He had his preliminary 
examination, and was held to answer 
the charge of assault with intent to 
commit murder, in the Superior Court. 
O’Keefe was admitted to bail in $3000, 
but Attorney Copeland haa to skirmish 


around among his own personal friends |. 


at San Diego in order to secure bonds- 
men for his client. He did, however, 
succeed in getting Myers, a_ saloon- 
keeper, and Davis, a furniture dealer, 
to go on the bail bond, and they quali- 
fied, and the defendant was thereupon 
released. 

When the date of O’Keefe’s trial ar- 
rived everyone was ready save the de- 
fendant himself, and he signified his 
unwillingness to have the trial proceed 
by remaining away from the court. 
He has, as a matter of fact, skipped out 
and on June 7 a bench warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest. Nothing came of 
it, however, and the bail having been 
declared forfeited, the initial steps were 
taken with a view to recover the $3000 
from the bondsmen. Myers, the San 
Diego saloon keeper, had gone to the 
Klondike, and so the suit would have 
run against the remaining bondsman, 
Davis, the furniture dealer. The papers 
in the case were forwarded by the then 
District Attorney of Los Angeles county 
to San Diego, but no one was sent down 
to prosecute the suit, and the whole 
matter fell into abeyance, it being 
even a matter of uncertainty for a time 
whether the papers in ¢he case had 
been filed in San. Diego.or not. But 
for the publication of the facts, it is 
believed the case would havé been dis- 
missed quietly just before the first of 
the year. 


Meantime the police had heard indi- 


rectly of O’Keefe following his old 


business as a “sure-thing’”’ gambler in. 


the Puget Sound country, and about a 
week ago Chief Glass received a com- 
munication from the police authorities 
at Seattle asking for particulars regard- 
ing him, and the papers in the case 
outstanding, as they had reason to be- 
lieve that O’Keefe was about to favor 
Seattle with his presence. The com- 
plaint in the old: case was thereupon 
dispatched northward by mail, and on 
Tuesday afternoon a telégram was re- 
ceived stating that O’Keefe had been 
arrested, but that he was attempting 
¢o regain his freedom by habeas corpus 
proceedings, and to at once send the 
complaint or he could not be held. Chief 
Glass answered that the complaint was 
in the mail speeding northward, but 
that did not suffice, for another tele- 
gram was received asking that the 
complaint be telegraphed. On Tues- 


full. Yesterday the concluding. and 
very definite wire came to hand from 
Seattle that O’Keefe, who had been 
passing under ¢he name of Charles 
Harper, had been held by the court as 
a fugitive from justice, to answer the 
charge preferred against him in Febru- 
ary, 1897. 

‘While all this telegraphic correspond- 
ence had been going on, Députy~Dis- 
trict Attorney Willis was engaged in 
drawing up the necessary extradition 
papers. Armed with these Officer Steel, 
of the city detective force, left last 
night on the Owl train for Sacramento. 
‘There he will have the _ extra- 
dition papers signed by Gov. 
Gage, and will then speed northward to 
Seattle to receive O'Keefe into his cus- 
tody and return him to Los Angeles 
for trial. ‘ |

All day and all. night he wandered 
blindly about the gulch seeking in vain 
for a place of shelter, and finally 
dropped fra pain and exhaustion, ly- 
ing for hours practically without pro- 
tection, while the mercury was 40 
degrees below zero. 

On the morning of the 23d, when the 
last spark of life was almost gone, an- 
other prospector who chanced to pass 
that way heard a faint cry for help, 
and found and rescued the frozen suf- 
ferer.

THE BLIZZARD'S WORK. This is 
the way the Grocery World. reports che 
effect of the blizzard on Philadelphia 
markets:

Florida strawberries, plenty, but poor, 
20 to 30 cents per quart; Florida to- 
matoes, $5 per crate; Florida pineap-

“Florida vegetables will be very good 
Yrrom - this time on. The blizzard has 
greatly affected the market for white+ 
<potatoes. Much of the stock en route 
for the markets was frozen, and the 
‘retarded travel interfered with ship- 
ments greatly. The price has advanced 
*to 90 cents per bushel. A very large 
quantity of potatoes awas frozen in the 
‘yards. Under the influence of the cold 
weather cabbage has largely advanced. 
‘Before the storm the price was $4 to 
$6 per 100, but at this writing the. 
“stock is bringing $10. There is a fair 
demand at the advance. Much of the 
supply has betn frozen.”

PUBLIC PROPERTY LAW. 


The bill recently submitted to the Legisla- 
ture by City, Attorney Denio, making pro- 
vision whereby the present city of Long 
Beach may acquire possession of property 
which belonged to the former city of Long 
Beach at the time of its disincorporation, 
has become a law. The law is a general 
one, and does not apply merely to Long 
Beach. The bonded or other indebtedness 
outstanding against the former municipality 
must be paid by the property which made 
up that municipality. The City Trustees of 
the new city must collect taxes for that pur- 
pose from the district within its boundaries 
formerly belonging to the old municipality, 
and the Supervisors mast thake the neces- 
gary collections front the portion of the old 
city that. lies .outsidé the new, one. 
That part of the new city which was not 
within the former city acquires a voice in 
the control of the transferred public.prop- 
erty, but does not have to pay for it. That 
part of the old city which is not in the 
new city has to pay its proportion of the 
outstanding indebtedness incurred on ac- 
count of the property in question, but has no 
further voice in the control of it. Although 
at first sight it may appear to be a hardship 

to make some people help pay for.what they 
don't own and give other people what they 
don’t pay for, there are other circumstances 
which are said to afford equitable com- 


pensation.

COUNTY LOSES NEARLY $25,000. 


Judge Torrance rendered judgment in 


favor of the defendent. yesterday in the 


case brought by the county against. ex-
